Bills of Damage

JIE Genoa conference, considered as a show, 


has been slopped up to a high voltage, we 


should say. by lhe annoimcemcnl Unit the bol- 
slicviki will conic armed wilh hills totalling an 
jnrolculable number of rubles for damages done 
lo Russia by the other powers. Up lo this happy 
juncture the conference had seemed likely lo 
be a very statistical and uninteresting assembly, 
jn spite of ils enormous potential importance and 
influence upon lhe future trend of events. But 
the tovarishi have changed all this, and have as- 
sured lhe work! of "comic relief" which will re- 
lieve the dusty, dignified drouth of lhe confer- 
ence like a good shot of vodka. We trust that 
the representatives of Hie allies will be able lo 
keep sufficienlly straight faces to satisfy the di- 
jilomalic proprieties when the bolsheviki back 
up the truck and begin lo unload the bills for 
damages. 


Perhaps it might be well, just lo be in the 


spirit of Ihc thing, for .|hc other powers lo pre- 
pare themselves with a few counter-claims. 
Since the bolos will present a bill against the 
United States for losses lhat we have occasioned 
them, it may be the part of caution to cast up 
wilh just as free an imagination the damages re- 
sulting lo us from the cWstcnce of the bolsheviki 
and their numerous trouble-causing activities 
against us. Lei's see—Ihc bolshics will prob- 
ubly prcsenl bills against us for the Archangel 
expedition and, perhaps, our refusal lo trade 
wilh them. 
Perhaps they will also put a price 


on our withdrawal of diplomatic relations, a plea 
foV "heart-balm", as we newspaper folk so ex- 
pressively say. 
In re I urn Uncle Sam should be 


entitled, in fairness, to claim for the damages 
resultant from Ihc operations of bolshevik agents 
and bolshcvizcd agitators of one sort and anoth- 
er in the United States, 
The chief item on the 


list, perhaps, might be the Wall Street bomb ex- 
plosion. 
Then would follow numerous other 


bomb outrages, I. \Y. W. activities, strikes, clc. 
For proof of indebtedness we can cite, beside the 
evidence which (he secret service is known to 
possess, lhe statements so frequently and cockily 
made by Lenine, Trolxky & Co. in Iheir late 
pulmy days, before the revolution got a flat tire, 
concerning the world-revolution which 
they 


were then busily fomenting in all countries, par- 
ticularly ours, and which lhc\* e'xpccled to be 
touched off momentarily. 


Then we could add on damages for the 


mental anguish suffered by impressionable con- 
servatives in this counlry who saw bolshcvist 
bogies at every turn and lived in constant dread 
of subversion of the government and confisca- 
tion of Iheir properly, wilh firing squads and 
sloiic-walls hovering in the background. 
If there 


had been no bolsheviki these gentlemen would 
not have suffered so acutely. Surely their dis- 
tress,' who never did Ihc bolsheviks any harm, 
can be computed at high figures as a legitimate 
claim against lhe soviet government, as unde- 
served cruelly. 


\Yc might also lax up the board an,d keep 


ff some of the long-haired Russian intellectuals, 
both red, pink and while, who have subsisted at 
tlic expense of lhe community in the United 
^lales in recent years. These, of course, arc di-r 
redly chargeable lo the-bolshics, whom some 
even officially represented. They have, one un- 
derstands, done much damage to this country 
bv leading astray flic young and filling them up 
wilh indigestible gloom in lhe shape of Russian 
1'lays, novels and poelry. The pinks and whites 
have been a useless expense directly through the 
soviuls, because they were driven out of Russia 
and lo the United Stales by Ihc bolshevik i. 


There are oilier Ihings—loss of Ihc sen-ices 


of Emma Goldman and Alexander Berkmann, 
sudden deparlure. from useful aclivily here of 
1% Bill llaywood, etc..-- -which arc all due (o 
Russia's reds. When one conies lo think of it. 
Hie damage- Russia has done lo the United 
Stales alouc is enormous. And if they arc going 
lo gel fussy about our sending soldiers lo help 
tlieir defense against Germany, or selling muni- 
lions to armies of Russians who objected to their 
.""vcrnmenl, or refusing to trade wilh them ''on 
ti'ust", it seems fair enough lo remind them of

Roll the playinp card into a. small 


tube about an inch in diameter. Tut 
tho rubber band around it to hold it 
in place. 


Place tho square of cardboard over 


the mouth of the tumbler. Set the 
playinp card tube on top of it. Place 
the apple on the tube. See figure 1. 


-With a sharp blow of the hand, 


knock the c.irdhoard oft the glass. 
Hit the cardboard in such a way that 
yocr hand does not touch ttoe glass. 
The tube will lly from under the apple. 
And the apple will drop neatly into 
tho tumbler. 


The Trick With Three Applei 


If. after performing the trick TVilh 


one apple, you wish to make it more 
effective, try it with three apples. 


This necessitates, of course, the use 


of two more tumblers, and two more 
playinj? cards, as well as a longer 
piece of stiff cardboard. Set the turn; 
blors about three inches opart The 
stiff cardboard must reach over all 
three tumblers. See flsrure 2. 


When the tumblers aP. have been 


prepared, knock the stiff cardboard 
off the glass by hitting it at the mid- 
dle glass. This will cause it to leave 
all three glasses at one time. Conse- 


quently iho three apples will drop intoi 
the glasses simultaneously.
